LOCAL POLITICS. 


THE DEMOCRATIC ALDERMEN AT A LOSS 
WHAT TO DO ABOUT THE DEFECTIVE RE- 
TURNS. 

Some of Mr. Plautz’s friends said yesterday 
that they bad reason to believe that the re- 
turns from the Third Precinct of the Third 
Ward would be canvassed at the meeting of 
the Council this afternoon. It is certain at 


leust that some of the gang Aldermen are 
weakening. They have no special love for 
Neumeister, whose election depends on the 
throwing out of the returns. Indeed, they 
never considered his interests in the matter, 
but their own. They want a friend in ti 
Cierk’s office for many reasons, and to have 
PlautZ there would not be at all desirable it 
there should be a contest concerning the 
Mayoralty and Treasurersbip. But the stupid- 
ity, or worse, of the jadges of election of the 
Firet Precinct of the Ninth Ward, and aiso of 
the judges of the Sixth Precinct of the Bighth, 
have put tem in a very ugly position. To be 
consistent, if they count the First Precinct of 
the Ninth they must also count the Third Pre- 
cinct of the Third. There is nq city poill-book 
acoompanying the returns of any of those 
precincts. A town poll-book is not a city poil- 
book, and would not be recognized as such 
in any court. If a contest should fol- 
low the deciaration of the result and 
the court should decide to throw out the 
Third Ward return it would follow that 
the returns from the Eighth and Ninth Wards 
should also be rejected. This would result in 
the ousting of Mr. Harrison from the Mayor’s 
chair. Some of the more astute of the Demo- 
cratic Aldermen recotutze their dliema,among 
otaers Ald. Calierton, who said to a Repub- 
loan yesterday that he thought the Third Ward 
Previnct would be canvassed, 

It is not at all improbable that the Council 
may adjourn again without completing the 
count. Lawler, Hildreth, and other orators ’ 
of the Council will consume several hours in 
speech-mak concerning the Ninth Ward 
Precinct. whole time of the session may 
be spent on that subject alone and the Third 
Ward returns may not be reached. The gang 
wants further time to thi Lawler will lead 
the opposition to the count of these returns 
when the matter comes up.

It is the Opinion of mam that the missing 
city pali-books of the Right and Ninth Wards 
were either destroyed or hid away because they 
contained positive evidences of fraud. The 
precincts in question are two of the hardest 
in the city.

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SPRINGFIELD, In., May 15.—([Special.]—The 
result of today’s work is very satisfactory. to 
the Republicans.

formally admitted asa member of the House. 
This was a great victory for the Re 
publicans and it was only brought 
about by their determination that the 
time for trifing was passed. The 
Legislature now stands 108 Republicans and 
101 Democrats. In consenting to the admis- 
gon of Weaver tha Democrats confessed that 
all their work would have to be done over 
again and a ne combination made. Though 
the Repu bleu were aware of this they were 
willing that the ringsters should have plenty of 
rope and therefore readily agreed to a truce 
thi next Tuesday. Sittig will then no longer 
be able to shake bis  reponsibility. 
Having gone into the buying business, 
the Democratic leaders who favor that sort 
of politicos will be forced next week 
to go into the market, not only for Republican 
but for Demecratic votes. This is the view 
taken by reputable’ Democrats, who believe 
the seating of Weaver today makes the elec 
tion of Logan certain. They accept the inev- 
table, and do not care to see the tactics of the 
last few days repeated. At least they say that, 
in view of the day’s developments, the sooner 
a Senator is elected, the Appropriation bills 
passed, and the Legislature adjourned the bet- 
terfor the State.

WILD SCENES. 

The feeling was very uncertain: in both par- 
ties when the joint assembly reconvened at halt- 
past 8 this morniig. Lambert Tree had come 
in on the early: train, and the Democrats had 
agreed to tap the barrel again.

I have presented my credentials to.the Speaker, 
and I ask that he direct the Olerz of the House 
to call my name.“ 

All this time the Democrats were making a 
great deal of noise, but when Weaver was 
through Senator Mason got the flour and forced 
attention. The prolongation of the joint as- 
sembiy last night, by taking a recess, he said, 
was no more nor less than an attempt to dis- 
franchise the voters of the Thirty-fourth Dis- 
trict. He demanded that no business be trans- 
acted till Mr. Weaver answered the roll-call. 
The alleged recess in the afternoon was 
for the sole purpose of giving a 
chance to influence men by corrapt means to 
desert their party. When the sun was in the 
sky they could not do it, but had to wait for 
‘the cover of darkness. Now they would try to 
prolong the joint session again till night. After

THE PARIS CONSUL-GENERALSHIP.

A TALE WITH CAPT. BURROWS. 

“T never thoroughly enjoyed being ia Con- 
gress before,“ said Capt. J. C. Burrows of the 
Fourth Michigan District at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday. **There is a real satisfaction in 
seeing the other fellows in hot water over the 
offices which I never realized before in my 
Congressional service. Not enough changes 
have been made in the Michigan offices 
to locate fully who has the control, but 
the report that Chairman Dickinson of the 
Democratic State Central Committee is the 
one who will be beard seems to be well found- 
ed so far as the distinctly State patronage is 
concerned, The officeseekers are very thick 
in the Fourth District and tnere will be a sharp 
fight for nearly every post-office, which will 
make it exceedingly lively for whoever is se- 
lected to dispense the offices.” 

Speaking of Dakota, where it was claimed 
Capt. Burrows was to remove when 
he was defeated in 1882 by the same 
troubles over the  post-offices, be said 
that it did not seem possible that Con- 
gress could longer refuse to admit South Da- 
kota. He thought that the Democrats, pur- 
suing the same policy as they did before the 
War, to admit a slave with a free State, would 
offer as a compromise to admit South Dakota 
if the Republicans would agree to vote tor the 
admission of Utah. In this way they could 
escape a portion of the odium which their dis- 
regard of every principle of justice toward 
Dakota had throwm upon tnem, and at 
the same time lose nothing, as the 
two new States would balance each 
other. Thore were, however, serious objec- 
tions to the admission of Utah which would 
probably prevent the Republican Congressmen 
from acceding to it. With Utah asa State. all 
hope of crushing out polygamy was at an end 
and the work of the Edmunds law, which 
seemed doing greatly more than was antici- 
pated for it, would cease before it were haif 
done. Mr. Burrows was of the opinion that it 
was in this guise that the admission ot South 
Dakota would come before the House, and the 
Republicans would be compelied to reject any 
such compromise. ,

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Riel’s Loss Placed at Fifty Killed and 
One Hundred and 


Reports of Devredstions Committed by In- 
diansRefncees Coming Into the 
Dominion Camps. 


WinnrpeeG, Man., May 15.—[Special.|—The 
rebel loss in the fights with Middleton is now 
put at fifty killed and 170 wounded. 

An Ottawa dispatch says that the Minister of 
Militia read in the Commons today the follow- 
ing report Of the capture of Batoche from 
Gen. Middleton: . 

Batocum, N. W. T., May 12.—To the 
Hon. A. F. Caron: Since my last evening's 
dispatch to you I have ascertained some par- 
ticulars of our victory, which was most com- 
plete. I have myself counted twelve baif- 
breeds on the field, and we have four wounded 
half-breeds in the hospital and two Sioux. 
Among the wounded half-breeds is one Ambrose 
Joubin, a councilor, and Joseph Delorme. As 
far as I can ascertain, Riel and Gabriel 
Dumont left as soon as they saw us 
getting well in, but cannot ascertain for cer- 
tain on which side of the river Riel is. I think he 
must be on this side. The extraordinary skill 
dispiayed in makmg rifie-pitse at the exact 
proper points, and the number of them, is 
very remarkable, and had we advanced rashiy 
or heedlesiy 1 believe we might have been 
destroyed. As I told you, I reconnoitred my 
richt front with all my mounted men yesterday 
morning with a view to withdrawing as many 
of their men from my left attack, which was 
the key of the position, and on my 
return to. camp forced on my left 
and then advanced the whole line with a cheer 
and a dash worthy of the soldiers of any army. 
The effect was remarkable. The enemy in 
tront ot our left was torced back from pit to 
pit; and those in the strongest pit, facing the 
east, found them turned and our men behind 
them. Then commenced a “sauve qui peut.“ 
and they fied, leaving blankets, coats, hats, 
boots, trousers, and even guns in their pits. 

The conduct of the troops was beyond praise, 
the Midland and Tenth Regiments vymg 
with each other, well supported by the Nine- 
teenth and flanked by the mounted portion 
of the troops. The artillery and Gatling also 
assisted in the attack with good effect. When 
all behaved so well it might appear invidious 
to mention particular names; still there are 
always some who by good luck are brought 
prominently before the eye of the commanding 
officer, and these names I shall submit to you 
later on. My staff gave me every assistance 
and were most energetic and zealous. The 
medical arrangements under Brigade-Surgeon 
Orton were, as usual, most excellent 


and  oefiicientiy carried out. I have 
to regret the death of three officers 
as wel as two soldiers, but tuner 


died nobly and well. I found no want of am- 
munition or food among the enemy in spite of 
what bas been said to the contrary, and we 
found large quantities of powder and shot. 
Nearly the whole of the rebels“ families were 
left and are encamped close to the river bank. 
They were terribly frightened, but I have re- 
ass ured them and protected them. There is a 
report that Gabriel Dumont is killed, but I do 
not believe it, though I think it likely he is 
wounded, One of the killed has been recog- 
nized as’ Donald Ross, one of the council. 
Yesterday evening just as the action was fin- 
ished the Northcote and Marquis steamers ar- 
rived up, the latter having twenty-five police 
on board. It appeared that the Northcote had 
a hard time of it, as the rebels fired at it very 
heavily, and though it was well fortified the 


‘rebels managed to wound two men slightly. 


The Northcote got on a shoul for a short time, 
but managed to keep thc enemy off and to get 
off themselves. Finding that, owing to the 
barges alongside, they could not go up stream 


again, they decided to run down to the Hud- 


son Bay Crossing, get rid of them, and return. 
At the crossing they found the other steamer 
and came up together. 

This morning I sent out a letter, addressed 
to Riel, as follows: 

BATOCHE, May 11.— 1 Mr. Niet: Iam ready to re- 
ceive you and your council and to protect you until 
your case has been decided upcn by the Dominion 
Government, FRED MIDDLETON, 

Major-General. 

I cannot, of course, be certain, but I am in- 
clined to think the complete smash of 
the rebels will have pretty well broken 
the back of the rebellion. At any 
rate it will, 1 trust, have dispelled the idea that 
balf-breeds and Indians can withstand the at- 
tack of resolute whites, properiy led, and will 
tend to remove the unaccountable scare that 
seems to bave entered into the minds of so 
many in the Northwest as regards the prowess 
and powers of fighting of the Indians and haif- 
breeds. There is notasign of the enemy on 
either side of the river for miles.

DEPREDATIONS BY INDLANS. 

It is stated that $15,000 worth of Hudson Bay 
furs stored at Fort Pitt have been looted by 
Indiaus. Inspector Norman of the mounted 
police has just received a telegram from Au- 
jutant Leacock, Col. Smith’s battalion, stating 
that they expected to have an engagement to- 
day with Bobtail and his tribe of Cree Indians, 
who are located in the Battle River district. 
These Indians are situated at Supply Farm No. 
18 under the supervision of Inspector Lucas. 
This reserve has an area of seventy miles, and 
is oecupied by te following bands: Ermine 
Skin, Bobtail, Sampson, and Muddy Bull. 

Dispatches from the West confirm the capt- 
ure of the transport train by Poundmaker’s 
Indians. Thirty-one teams (twenty-one ox 
teams and ten horse teams) comprised the cav- 
alcade. They were surprised in woods 
thirteen miles south of Battleford. y were 
without any escort, and the supplies, which be- 
longed to the Hudson Bay Company, consisted 
of flour, bacon, and other provisions, with per- 
baps a small quantity of ammuaition. The In- 
dians are undoubtedly Poundmaker and bis 
band, on their way from the reserve to Sound- 
ing Lake. The report of last night that the 
mounted police were escorting the transport 
train is untrue, as to the police were simply a 
detachment from Battleford on patrol duty. 
They were scouting about noon yesterday in 
the Eagle Hills woods, ten miles from Battle- 
ford, where they were surprised by Indians 
from the same band that attacked the trans- 
port, The party pumbered seven, and was in 
command of Sergt. Gordon, formerly of Hol- 
land Lanaing, near Toronto. Constable Elliott, 
au Englishman, the son of a British officer, 
was killed, and Constabie Spencer, who comes 
from West Troy, N. T., was wounded. The 
remainder retreated to Battleford. 

A PARTY OF REFUGEES. 

A dispatch trom Humboldt, dated yesterday, 
gays a patrol party of the Governor-General’s 
body-guard, under command of Lieut. Brown- 
ing, patrolling to the northeast today, founda 
fresh trail, and foliowing it up came upon a 
party of Scotch balf-breeds from the South 
Branch, numbering twenty-eight men, women, 
and children. They report having left their 
homes the 28th of March under threats 
trom Riel in case they did not join bim 
within forty-eight bours. Tul they reached 
Fort La Corte they had no tents, but slept in 
the snow and endured many hardships. They 
since wandered about n  (*fear 
both of Indians and half-breeds.

Asthereis no way of 
communicating with them exeept by couriers 
it makes matters look very serious tor five 
loads of ammunition and rifles and twenty loads 
with supplies for Col. Otter which left here 
yesterday in charge of Lieut. Hume Blake. 
Immediately on hearing of the  trou- 
ble north couriers were dispatched to 
stop them and also warn the depots along the 
trail, which must be done by couriers from the 
different posts. The ammunition and supplies 
which left today will be brougut back tonight 
or in the morning. 

A Clark's Crossing dispatch says: Tait, a half 
breed courier, arrived from Prince Albert 
during the nignt, and reports everything quiet 
there. Capt. Moore, wounded in the Duck 
Lake fight, is in a critical condition. 

George Jackson, who was originally Riel’s 
Secretary, is hopelesiy insane, and so violent 
that itis found necessary to keep his arms 
pinioned, The prisoners released by Middleton 
at Batoche say they were treated very well 
until ten days ago, since which time they have 
lived on meal and water. Archbishop Tacbé 
has received word from a priest with Pound- 
maker's Indians, through Lepine, just arrived 
from the west, that there are 105 graves of 
Indians as a result of the recent attack of Col. 
Otter, and many are wounded. The conflict 
was terribly severe and fairly astounded tne 
Indians. 

One hundred Indians were observed by 
scouts yesterday moving to the Stony Reserve, 
south of Battleford. They are on the war- 
path and the incident causes preat excitement 
in both Battleford and Otter camps. 

REPORTS FROM BATOCHE. 

The reports from Batoche today say that 
the defeat of the rebeis is most complete. Not 
a sign ot any is to be seen in borhood. 
Albert Monkham, the half-breed prisoner, and 
one Indian are in irons, The former is 
charged: with inciting Indians to murder, 
and will probably be handed over to 
tae proper authorities. Three indians 


and two half-breeds, Delorm and Turean— | 


the former Reis Lieutenant—all badry 
wounded, are being cared forincamp. Large 
quantities of flour and other provisions, pow- 
der, shot, and important documents, besides 
articles of value ieft behind in the panic, have 
been captured. The Northcote sailed Wednes- 
day for Saskatoon with all the wounded. Ga- 
briel Dumont, after the withdrawal of 
the skirmishers Monday, entered the mis- 
sion school and threatened the priest and 
nuns for giving assistance to the wounded 
volunteers. The Inaian prisoners arrested by 
Gen. Middleton state that 280 picked men were 
engaged at the Fish Creek fight. Eight rebels 
were Killed and seventeen wounded. One of 
the two Indians killed was Little-Crow, the 
great Oree chief. 

Middleton intends to go on to Prince Albert, 
and, after making disposition for a settlement 
of affairs in that discrict, will probably take a 
force of mounted men and go on to Battleford 
to take charge of the operations against the 
indians.

THE VOLUME OF MERCHANDISE DISTRIBU- 
TIONS LAST WEEK BELOW LATE AVER-

New York, May 15.—[Special.}—The gener- 
al tenor of the special telegrams received by 
Bradstreet’s today corroborated the views taken 
last week.

back where they were before the last cut, but 
leaves them 10 per cent below the level of 
three years ago. The patchwork arrangement 
between the Westeru and Northwestern rail- 
ways as to rates leaves the causes of tne late 
rate-cutting —too little business and too many 
roads—undisturbed.

A better feeling has been shown in some 
lines of grocery staples, but on the whole there 
is not much improvement. Dairy products 
are dull at lower prices.

In the cot- 
ton goods trade the auction sale is regarded as 
fairly satisfactory. The New England view of

Great events were prophesied for the State 
Capital yesterday, but it. proved to be a day 
without results so far as the Senatorial elec- 
tion is concerned.

All the rumors that certain Republicans in- 
tended to. vote in the joint assembly, and 
thus furnish a quorum to enable the 101 
Democrats to elect their man, faded away.

The Repub- 
licans could do nothing in the way of voting 
because Ruger and Sittig were both absent, 
but the absence of these gentlemen seemed 
ws to embarrass the Democrats, and, though 

the joint assembly met as early as 8:30 in 
the morning, no vote was taken during the 
entire day, although the roll was called once 
shortly after noon. : 

The Republicans achieved an important 
victory in the seating of Mr. Weaver, the 
new Republican member from the Thirty- 
fourth District, who was sworn in and took 
his seat by unanimous consent. This con- 
cession on the part of the Democrats seems 
to have been one feature of a general truce 
which has been declared till next Tuesday. 
The Weaver case has been adjusted with 
much less difficulty than was apprehended. 
The Democrats probably concluded that it 
would be insane to defy justice and fly in 
the face of public opinion by keeping out of 
his seat a man who had been fairly elected. 
They could only have done this by a system 
of filibustering and obstruction which would 
have brought all legislation to a standstill, and 
such a course would have created a scandal 
which the Democratic party in this State is 
not in a position to bear. At the same time 
the prompt admission of Weaver is the 
death-knell to the Democratic hope of 
electing a United States Senator. 

The Republicans in the Legislature are 
now in better shape than they dreamed of 
when the session began. They are in con- 
trol of the situation. They can summon a 
majority ot both Houses and east 108 votes 
on any day they act together. Any member 
who shall desert his party under these con- 
ditions, and after the tremendous struggle 
which has been made, will be a traitor be- 
side whom Arnold would be a shining mark. 
The Republicans of Illinois and the Repub- 
licans of the whole country have the right to 
expect that John A. Logan will be. elected 
Senator on an early day next week. 


CLEVELAND SURRENDERS. . 

The most notable sign that Cleveland will 
soon fall completely into the hands of the 
managing politicians and spoils element of 
his party will be found in the Washington 
dispatches this morning, which report that 
the President has revoked the commission 
issued to Charles L. Williams as United 
States Marshal for the Southern District of 
Iowa, and has appointed to that position Ed- 
ward Campbell, at the dictation of the Demo- 
cratic Congressmen from Iowa and the mem- 
bers of the campaign committees. —. 

This was a case which gave Mr. Cleveland 
an admirable opportunity for the display of 
the firmness and determination which his 
friends have claimed for him, Mr. Williams 
was selected by Cleveland upon the recom- 
mendation of the former’s neighbors of Keo- 
kuk, reinforced dy men of influence in the 
East. He is not much of 2 
and is not widely known, but this negative 
quality has not proved to be an objection to 
other appointments nnder the new Adminis- 
tration. He is said to be well qualified for 
the discharge of the duties to whith he was 
assigned. The President appointed Williams 
in full hnowledge of the political backing 
enjoyed by Campbell, and was apparently 
actuated by a purpose to advance an active 
young man in preference to rewaniling an old 
political hack.

ments, and thus may assist or embarrass the 
Administration very materially. Mr, Cleve 
land will discover all this very soon after 
Congress meets, and his ready yielding to 
the dictation of a couple of Congressmen in- 
dieates a complete surrender to the managing 
politicians, When this shall have been 
brought about nothing will be heard of civil- 
service reform during the present Adminis- 
tration. 


HOG SHRINKAGE. 

The practice of shrinking has long been 
in vogue at the Union Stock-Yards in this 
city, and is said to prevail elsewhere among 
men who buy and sell hogs for the general 
market. The rule is to agree to pay a given 
price per hundred pounds for a drove of hogs, 
then to weigh them, and afterwards to deduct 
forty pounds for each piggy sow and 
eighty pounds for each stag that is found in 
the lot. Paymént is made at the price agreed 
upon, but for the reduced weight. A few 


years ago the plan worked very well, but 


recently the professional shrinker, in the 
pay of the packer, became a prominent 
feature of the Stock-Yards, and then 
there was trouble. It was charged that 
this individual made his office an excuse 
for imposing on the seller by claiming 
deductions on animals which ought not to 
come under the rule, especially when the 
course of the market was against the buyer 
during the interval between purchase and 
payment. Something like.a year ago a com- 
promise was effected, and the shrinkage is 
now determined by men who are paid by 
both buyer and seller for the service. It is 
claimed that the new plan works well, as the 
professional has not now any interest in dis- 
criminating against either party to the trans- 
action. It is said that there is not now any 
abuse that needs to be corrected, and that it 
is altogther unnecessary for the legislators of 
the State to forbid the practice of shrinking, 
as is proposed in a bill recently offered for 
passage at Springfield. 

C In a commercial sense the passage of the 
bill, or at least of this particular provision 
of it, would probably make very little differ- 
ence to the trade. It would simply result in 
a sorting out of the class of animals referred 
to and a separate selling of them ‘‘on their 
merits.“ Whether or not they would fetch 
relatively better prices than they do now 
would depend altogether upon the facilities 
afforded for unscrupulous men to buy them 
and offer the product to an unsuspicious pub- 
lic as healthy food. ‘That they now find their 
way to the table may be fairly presumed, 
and the consumer has no protection except 
in the reputation of the packer, who cannot 
afford to offer as regular meat which 
would not be passed by an inspector. : 

What is really wanted by the public as a 

sanitary measure is the passage of a law that 
will prevent a breeding animal from being 
killed for human food.. At present the tend- 
encies of the trade would seem to be rather in 
the other direction, If report be true, the man 
who buys hogs in the country is the one to 
be feared far more than is the farmer as a 
cause of this kind of meat being offered for 
consumption. At certain seasons of the year 
he allows the animals to run together because 
they get in seemingly better condition as2 con- 
sequence. As it may be accepted as axio- 
matic that the eating of the flesh of these 
cnimals is dangerous, if not positively un- 
healthy, the most stringent measures should 
be warranted in the effort to protect the pub- 
lic from such conditions. All such animals 
should be thrown back upon the hands of the 
seller, to be kept alive till the tissues have 
resumed their normal condition, and the dis- 
criminations against them should be severe 
enough to make it to the interest of sellers 
not to offer such animals for sale to men who 
buy for killing. The men who have hereto- 
fore offended in this respect can only be 
effectually appealed to through the medium 
of the pocket; and the appeal ought to be 
foreible enough to command their prompt 
observance of a requirement which is so 
plainly essential to the welfare of the com- 
munity. 


THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN Hr. 

The progress of negotiations between Rus- 
sia and England, as will be seen by the dis- 
patches, has reached a hitch.. The nature of 
the hitch is past finding out. If we are to 
believe the French papers Russia has 
entirely rejected the English proposals, 
but in this case the wish is evidently. father 
to the thought. The London Standard 
would have us believe that while. Russia has 
not formally rejected the agreement, it has 
been condemned fn detail, and that the ne- 
gotiations are thrown back to the status of 
last February. The Pall Mali on 
the other hand, which has opposed the En- 
glish position all along, declares that there is 
no hitch at all, though it is possible that 
the few points which remain open may post- 
pone the conclusion for a time, which, after 
all, looks very like a hitch. The 
Globe, a Tory paper, . declares that 
Russia has refused to aceede to 
the request of England that the new frontier 
shall be respected and that Afghanistan shall 
be considered as outside of the Russian 
schemes of aggrandizement, Meanwhile the 
Russian papers, which are not allowed 9

If she cannot bluff En- 
gland into further concessions she will un- 
doubtedty fall back upon what she has al- 
ready obtained and rest contented—until she 
is ready to go ahead and grab more, 


INSECTS IN THE GRAIN-FIELDS. 

The semi-official intimation that this year 
brings round the coincidence of two locust 
periods, which has not been the case for over 
200 years previously, is calculated to excite 
some alarm,’ It would not be so much en- 
titled to notice were it nut that the reports 
from the farming districts contain news 
bearing upon the point. The grasshopper is 
said to be already doing great damage in the 
corn-fields of Texas, a worm is at work in the 
wheat-fields of Kansas, the Hessian fly has 
appeared in Southern Illinois, and there are 
rumors of his presence in Indiana. Is the de- 
ficiency of our wheat crop, that is already 
considered by many as assured, to be made 
greater by the ravages of these insect pests? 

A year of short crop in the United States 
would be strange, but not out of the order 
of Nature as established by the course ot 
agricultural histery in other countries, There 
have been times in the past when the ground 
has refused to bear its accustomed fruit, and 
the science of those days was not always 
udequate to the task of accounting for it. 
But there is one fact that stands out boldly 
in the recount. It is that crop failures, like 
the epidemics that sometimes afflict the hu- 
man family, are only local. They may ex- 
tend over vast areas, but it will be in suc- 
cessive years. The sad tales of famine that 
greet the eye in reading the history of so 
many peoples rere true simply because 
of conditions that do not exist today. The 
starving of the population of a large dis- 
trict resulted from a lack of transportation 
facilities, whereby the needed food could be 
carried from places where it was plenty to 
those in which it was scarce. This is even 
true with regard to the unfortunates who 
have been shut up in besieged cities; the 
only difference being that in those the 
lack of transportation was forced, not 
natural. When the sons of Jecob had to go 
wedo not know how many scores of miles 
to buy corn for their wives and little ones, 
and then cguid only carry home a sackful 
apiece, it was rather hard work to lay up 
much of a supply ahead, and was impossible 
to carry food far enough to prevent many 
from starving. And those conditions ob- 
tained for many centuries later. Not very 
long before the time of Queen Elizabeth the 
only means of interior transportation in En- 
gland, away from watercourses and a very 
limited amount of Roman road, was by the 
back of a pack-horse. Anything that could 
not be carried in that way or on human 
shoulders was not carried‘at all. The same 
was true of the Continent of Europe, and in 
many parts of it to a much later date, while 
in British India whole districts have been de- 
populated by famine within the present 
century, though there was enough to eat in a 
valley not far distant. In such case a few 
score miles have formed an effectual division 
between plenty and famine. 

We may have grasshopper visitations in 
this country during 1885, also the Hessian 
fly and the much-dreaded army-worm. These 
pests may appear in such numbers as to lay 
waste the country, as has been the case in 
Minnesota and Kansas within the memory of 
persons who are yet young. But no one need 
fear that the plague will de more than local 
in any one year. The havoc may be so com- 
plete as to prove the ruin of many farmers, 
but even they need not starve; still jess is 
there any occasion for fear of a general lack 
of something to eat. Only recently the 
news came that Russian flour was being of- 
fered in New York, and if the worst should 
come supplies of breadstuffs would be thrown 
in upon us from several other countries to 
fill the temporary void. We have no idea 
that it will come to this. Our own country 
is too vast in extent to permit crop failure 
over more than a small pereentage of the 
whole area. Still, it is no harm to look at 
the case, as if such a thing were possible, and 
draw comfort from the assurance that the 
disasters of the past cannot be reproduced in 
this age and Nation. 


NON-PARTISAN JUDGES. 

A joint committee of Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats, representing the County Committees

The trial of Cunningham and Burton was re- 
sumed this morn Dre. Ford and Dupre, 
Government chemists, were examined in re- 
gard to explosive substances, and the case for 
the Crown was closed. The case for the de- 
tense was then opened. Mary O'Brien, a news- 
paper vender, was called to the witness-stand, 
and swore that Cunningham was in Miss Can- 
non’s lodging-house, where he had a room, at 
the time of the explosion on the Metropolitan 
Railway between Gower street and King’s 
Cross. She said she sold Cunningham 
a newspaper at the lodging-house 
the night the explosion occurred, and 
that she saw him there from 7:80 
to 10 o’elock. The explosion occurred at 9 
o’clock. On being cross-examined the witness 
said she bad not communicated with Mr. Quill- 
ian, the prisoner’s counsel. Mr. Quillian came 
to her at the end of March and then she re- 
membened fortawith all the circumstances she 
had related. 

Catherine White, who lives at Mies Cannon's 
house, confirmed the testimony given by Mary 
O’Brien, but admitted that she nad not recol- 
lected the circumstance of Cunningham’s be- 
ing at home the night of the expiosion until 
Mr. Quilitan came and informed her of it. She 
was examined at the Treasury early in Febra- 
ary, but did not then mention the circum- 
stance. She bad received money to testify for 
the defense. 

Counsel for Burton then submitted that no 
testimony bad been adduced showing evidence 
of aconspiracy, but the Judge decal that 
the question must be decided by the jury. 

Catherine White’s testimony conciuded the 
evidence for the defense. 

Burton asked permission to make a state- 


ment. The Judge consented, and Burton made 


an oral statement which was not put in ev. 
dence by the defense. Hesaid: “Iam en- 
tirely innocent. I arrived at Southampton on 
the steamship Donan in February, 1884. I 
came to Europe by the advice of a doctor for 
the benefit of my bealth.

Dear ones, do not weep for me, 

Following this was a postscript: 

George, you are not the only cause of this, I do 
not fear death, for I gave my heart to Jesus last 
winter. Although I did not always do right, I 
know my sins are forgiven. Farewell! 1 hope to 
meet you in Heaven, where there is no sorrow. 
Good-by. Erik. 

The letter was given to a little girl named 
Ellen Davis, living at No. 6 Cicero place. It 
was properly delivered by the girl, but the boy 
returned it to the girl's sister yesterday morn- 
ing, just before the suicide was discovered, and 
in her hands tne police found it. 

WHY SHE DID IT? 

The combination of circumstances that led 
up to the suicide can be easily traced. A 
short time ago the father bad occasion to re- 
prove his daughter for some slight matter, 
but she took it very much to heart, and re- 
marked that it would never be administered 
again. A few days afterward ber fether, for the 
sake of convenience and to keep her nearer 
home, changed her from the King School, 
on Harrison street, near Western avenue, to 
the Jackson, located on the street by that name, 
near. California avenue, She had ber mind 
set upon graauating from tne King School and 
asked to be allowed to remain there. Her 
father was inexorable, however, and the change 
was made. To her schoolmates she confided 
the fact that she would not quietly submit and 
warned several of them that some day she 
would commit suicide. The idea of taking ber 
own life appeared to enter her head every time 
she was dissatisfied. To add to her troubles 
the amicable relations that had existed be- 
tween herself ana young George Knott 
were broken off; she had apparently 
formed a tender sort of schoolgiri 
attachment for the I6-vear-old boy, 
and this last misfortune, together with the oth- 
ers, was too much. Having embraced relig- 
ion, as sabe confesses in one of her letters, she 
feit sure of obtaining eternal salvation, and 
she Jost no time in doing so.

He advertised in good theat- 
rical style. His lithograpbed portrait—a large 
and striking picture about 18x24 inches— 
adorns many a sporting dive and low beer sa- 
loon. Beneath the pictere the tollowing legend 
is displayed:

Mr. Enkmarks also advertised largely mm any 
of the daily pepers willing to accept his adver- 
tisements. By honorable fortune-telling and 
strict attention to business he managed to be- 
come well off in this world’s goods, and, better 
still, gained a large and eminently respectable 
clientage and a widespread reputation as an 
bonest io tee eater and card-cutter. His mis- 
fortunes ig pe be years ago when his wife 
got sick. den to to drink. but this interfered 
very little with his business. He could tell a 
fortune just as well drunk as sober, so perfect 
was he at the business. But he wasted his sub- 
stance in riotous living until all his ready cash 
was gone. That was nearly a year ago. Money 
was not coming in with sufficient rapidity 
to meet his sprees, so ke gathered 
up his sick wife’s jewelry and pawned it, and 
then abused her when she grumbied. Finally 
she bad him arrested and be was sent to the 
bridewell on a $100 fine, and wen he served 
out bis two months he determined to reform.

A MIRACULOUS CURE. 


A BOY BIAND FROM HIS BIRTH RESTORED 
TO SIGHT BY THE KNIFE OF A SEILLFUL 
WHEELING (W. VA.) SURGEON. 

WHEELING, W. Va., May 14.—[Special.|—An 
achievement of surgical science, amounting to 
almost a miracle, is reported from the State 
Institution for the Deaf, Dumb, and Blind at 
Romney, Hampshire County. Henry Mokea. 
blind from bis birth in 1870. hes been a pupil 
of the institution from Pocabontas County for 
the last three years. At the recent moeting of 
the Board of Regents the attention of Dr. J. R. 
L. Hardesty of this city, a member of the 
board and a specialist in diseases of the eye, 
was attracted to the boy by seeing him frown 
when the rays of the sun fell on his eyes, and 
after a thorough examination be announced his 
belief that the boy’s eyes could be operated 
upon so as to enable bim to see. 

The boy was affected with a double congen- 
ital cataract, and, while bis optic nerve was 
unimpaired, it was shut out from the rays of 
light. After consulting bis felluw-regente it 
was resolved that Dr. Hardesty should un der- 
take the operation. A room was thoroughly 
darkened ahd the operation successfully per- 
formed with the most gratifying success. The 
boy’s eyes were opened, the light being 
gradually admitted to the room he became ac- 


stomed to it by degrees, and today was sent 
per to his overjoyed family with as keen eye 
ht as any ot them.

tant explorations in Moroceo, which hitherto, 
owing to the flerceness of its mountain tribes, 
has been one of the least known parts of 
Africa. f 

But the principal contribution to African 
discovery during the year is contained in the 
volume, “Through Masai Land.“ r. Joseph 
Thomson, its author, became know through 
his previous volume, entitled To the Central 
African Lakes and Haak.“ as one of the most 
successful of explorers. Though now but 26 
years of age, he has undertaken three sepa- 
rate expeditions to the interior of Africa, of 
the last of which this volume contains the 
record. No veteran traveler has ever sur- 
passed nim in the ability to handle 
successfully naturally sbiftless and un- 
trustworthy African porters, or in cool- 
mess and skill in dealing with fierce 
and treacherous tribes of savages. Though 
his undertaking was beset from its beginning 
to its close with numberiess difficulties, dan- 
gers, and hardships—some of them enough to 
appall the stoutest heart—yet be accomplished 
all that he set out to accomplish, and brought 
his caravan back without the loss of a man, 
except through accident or disease. 
The expedition was fitted out at Zanzibar 
and started for the interior from Mombasa, on 
the coast. The country to be explored lies 
back from the coast, extending nearly as far 
west as Victoria Nyansa. It extends five de- 
grees south of the equator and one degree 
north of it, and reaches from 34 to 88 east 
loagitude, but with an average width of only 
about ninety miles. The southern part of this 
territory, having an altitude of from 3,000 to 
nearly 4,000 feet, is described as a desert, 
sterile and unproductive in the extreme, not 
because the soil is barren (it is exceedingly 
fertile), but because of the scantiness of the 
rainfall. No river traverses this region, and 
much of it is incrusted with natron— 
the nitre of the Bible. It is a region 
of later yoleanic activity, and contains 
some bigh mountaip-peaks, like Kiliman- 


feet. The northern part is an elevated 
plateau from 5,000 to 9,000 feet iu bight—not 
mountainous, but extending out in billowy, 
swellmg reaches, and characterized by every- 
thing that makes a pleasing landscape.” In 
location but not in appearance tropical, the 
country is exceedingly fertile, the air dry and 
invigorating, and no extremes of heat or coid. 
The striking physical features of the country 
are ite lofty mountain peaks, like Kiliman- 
jaro, Xenia, Eigon, and Chibeharaguani, which, 
though almost under the equator, are covered 
with perpetual snow; its lakes, the largest of 
which (Baringo) lies it: a deep basin, and which, 
though receiving three or four considerable 
rivers, and six or seven in the wet season, and 
without visible outlet, never rises or falls; its 
waterless deserts, covered in many parts with 
the ugliest thorn-growths, and, as to one of 
them, abounding in great varieties of game; its 
forests, consisting of magnificent trees, spring- 
ing up branchless from eighty to 100 feet be- 
fore spreading out their leafy canopy; its caves, 
which in the northern part are humerous and 
extensive,. and all of them inhabited, and 
which are especially remarkable because they 
are plainiy of artificial construction, while 
both history and tradition say nothing as to 
bow or when they were made; and, finally, its 


ascent and through waterless wastes, whereas 
from évery Other direction the routes into the 
interior are across a marshy, pestilential, and 
deadiy strip of land bordering the coast, and 
then over high mountain ranges. 

But it is Mr. Thomson's descriptions of the 
people, their manners and customs—some ok 
them very strange—which constitute the most 
interesting purt of bis book. The Masai are a 
powerful, warlike, robber, and cruei tribe—a 
terror to all other tribes among whom their 
name is known. The men are of splendid 
physique—the Masai, or warriors, averaging 
considerably gver six feet in bight, and with 
an aristocratic, savage dignity of bearing 
which always excited the admiration of the 
white travelers. The women, too, are robust 
and muscular—one of them being described by 
Mr. Thomson as an undraped young lady, 
certainly not less than seven feet in night.“ 
and unmarried. Child-birth does not de- 
tain the mother iong from her household 
duties. The day after the event she is attend- 
ing to them as usual, carrying her child on her 
back, beneath the bullock’s bide which hides 
her own nakedness. The women, by a com- 
pact which tribes at deadly strife make with 
one another, are always granted immunity, so 
that they freely interchange visits among 
tribes where the men are carrying on war to 
the knife. The giris are described as both 
lady-like in manner and in physique. Marriage 
prevails, but fidelity to the marriage vow does 
not. Both sexes illustrate tne creed of free- 
lovers. When a Morau, or warrior, marries, 
he doffs his own garments and wears for one 
month the garment of a wowen. 

The Masai are in no sense negroes, or allied 
to the Bantes tribes. In cranial development 
and in lanwuage they differ greatly from the 
natives of Central and South Africa, being 
much higher in the scale of being. They bo- 
lone to the Hamitic family. ‘Their putative

FOREST DENUDATION AND FLOODS. 

The State Geologist of Indiana does not be- 
lieve that the clearing of timbered lands along 
the Ottio River system is the cause of en- 
qeésive floods. In his annual report his con- 
clusions are: 


* That foods are Owing te recent causes is 
not absolutely true, as it is evident from al- 
luvial deposits that foods have occurred in the 
Ohio Valley long before the country was known 
to white men, although recent conditions may 
have contributed to their magnitude. There 
ta evidence from these deposits that there have 
been occasional floods much higher than any 
that have occutted since the country was set- 
tled. Por this reason floods are likely to ocour 
again, as they did probably hundreds of years 
ago. The influence of forests is not regarded 
as 60 as is frequently ascribed to them. 
They have littie effect on the aerial currents 
whieh produce continental storms. and which 
often extend over 1,000 miles, produeiug great 
floods. Thebights of the several principal 
floods are given, showing no waterial change 
in their magnitude for the last half century or 
more, the time when most of the native fer- 
ests Wore standing, and since most of ham 
have been removed.“ 

The chief cause of extraordinary floods, how- 
ever, seems to have been ignored. The cutting 
away Of forests on hillsides ana opening the

Such an animal will always contain fat enough 
with the meat fibre to make it palatable, juicy, 
and nourishing. The fat parts of beef cattie 
or mutton sheep are littie used as human food. 
Hence the crucial test must ever be the great- 
est proportion of eaa meat (muscle) to the 
carcass.

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NEW QUARANTINE NEAR BOSTON.

This is the true, legitimate, and 
natural tood of the cow; a perfect food, as 
containing all the elements of nutrition, one 
that will not fever the animal, and the chief 
medium from-which butter and cheese are 
profitabiy made. Every farmer can thus test 
for himself the capabilities of his cows and 
must come to know that there is ho profit fa 
overstock hia pastures, whether it be for 
beef of milk.

In relation to butter tests Dr. N. L. Sturte- 
vant, Director Of the New York Experimeut

Did it ever occur to experimenters that bat- 
ter in the form as weighed in these tests can- 
not be correctiy sampled for water? Yet such 
seems to be the fact. Or that apparently dry 
butter can easily shrink in weight one-third by 
& few hours’ exposure? Yet this can our. 
Before these official tests dan receive scientific 
sanction we must know the richness of the 
milk used, as determined by analysis; the 
amount of fat fh the skimmed mk and in the 
buttermilk; tie quantity of water in the 
churned butter when weighed for tue record: 
the shrinkage which takes piace from exposure 
under ordinary conditions of keeping, etc. We 
thus shall be in’& position to know something 
of the influence of the cow and ber food, as 
contrasted with the influence exerted by the 
intelligence of the tester. 

GIVE THEM RANGB. 

Fowls should be given the fullest possible 
range in summer to insure bealth. Birds 
naturally ftequire a amount of air, and 
are constantly alert and in motion. Thig is es- 
pecially true of granivorous birds, to which 
class farmyard fowis belong. Therefore let 
the fowls roost out of doors insummer. Cleanse, 
fumigate, and keep ventilated the winter 
quarters and they will again take kindly to 
taem when the proper season arrives.

Ocrtainiy 
no part can equal it if the two orops be con- 
sidered. For two crops a year are in Mexico a 
practical fact, and not, as in California, a theo- 
retical possibility hardly ever realised. On 
muecb of the irrigabie lands wheat is sown in 
the fed from whieh the corn has deen har- 
vested, and as soon as this ie harvested corn is 
pianted again. The corn is raised in summer, 
the wheat in winter, when it is too coid for 
corn, Wheat must be irrigated, as it is a shal- 
low-rooted plant, and there is little or no rain 
during the time of its growth. Corn on most 
of the southern half of the plateau does 
not need irrigation, the reports of correspond- 
ents, who seem unable to draw this distino- 
tion, to the contrary aotwithstandimg. As far 
north of the Valley of Mexico as Aguas 
Calientes, some 800 miles, the rainfail tor fif- 
teen years averages 19.70 inches, nine-tenths 
of it falling from May to October inclusive.

to Florida,“ ete. In no instance does the ad- 
vertiser pretend to be his own animal, 
but always the property of somebody else. 
The modus operanai is to hire a stable in some 
respectable neighborhood, put an animal or 
two iu there, advertise, and wait. :

If so, allow me to give 
them a bit of advice: Beware of spurious 
autographs, of which there is a manufactory 
here doing as good business as that Birming- 
ham establishment whence come nine-tenths 
of the “relies of the Pharaohs” sold at the 
foot of the Pyramids, and all the “ vestiges of 
Pompeian luxury” which the lazzaroni of 


Naples palm off upon ingenuous travelers. 
And to this bit of advice I wil! adda bit of in 


formation that possibly may be of service to 
intending collectors of those mementos of the 
illustrious dead and living, Consult the Revue 
dea Autographes and you wil) make no mista te, 
and it ia amusing as wel) as instructive, for on 
ite pages you find the names of every one who 
has ever enjoyed even the sembiance of 
notoriety, with the market values of all, as 
thougb they were quotations at the Stock Ex- 
change. It s a kind of barometer of celeb- 
rity or eympathy. with annotations and com- 
mentaries that are not the least interesting 
teature of the publication, Of course, the sig- 
natures of contemporaries are less esteemed— 
venally-—than those of people who bave clomb 
the golden stair, especially in the theatrical 
world. Take, for instance, Mile. Rancourt, the 
„great tragedienne of the eighteenth cent- 
ury—two pages of her manuscript will only 
cost an amateur 20 france—and yet she beads 
the list of prices.

NEW ENGLAND NOTES. 

THE METROPOLITAN POLICE BILL PASSES 
THE HOUSE—A PRACTICAL MEASURE TO 
ENFORCE THE LAWS IN BOSTON—RE- 
HBARSAL OF AN ANCIENT SYNAGOG BERV- 
ICE. 

Boston, Mass., May 14.--|Special.}--The 
Metropolitan Police bill, which was passed to 
be vngrossed in the House today, and which is 
almost certain to pass the Senate, is a measure 
of very considerabie importance. The bill, in 
brief, provides that the Police Commissioners 
of Boston shall de appointed by the Governor 
(instead of by the Mayor, as at present); that 
they shall be citizens of Boston; that they shall 
receive a salary of $4,000 per annum, except 
the Chairman, who is to receive $5,000; their 
entire time sball be devoted to the dust 
ness of the office, and their terms of office 
will vary from three to ive years. The design 
of the measure ig especially to secure the eu- 
forcement of the laws against rum selling and 
gambling. Boston policemen are nearly pow- 
erless now to enforee certain laws, owing to 
the influence behind the extending down 
from the Commigsioners. me of the most 
notoriously viciqus dives in Boston are per- 
mitted to thrive under the eyes of the police. 
This is due to some mysterious influence pos- 
sessed by the proprietors over the powers that 
be. Au order is issued to raid certain gam- 
bling-dens and before the order can be ex- 
ecuted the gambiers have been secretiy 
warned, and, when the police arrive, no game 
is in progress, The new measure has been 
fought very vigorously, but largely througb 
the efforts of a member of. the House, Mr, 
Charles Carleton Coffin, formerly a well-known 
newspaper correspondent, tne bill has been 
pushed through.

@’Affaires of the United States Legation in 
Rome, bas been, of course, the sad topic of the 
week in the American colony herd. When I 
last wrote you giving some particulars of bis 
illness I littie thought bow soon I should have 
to stand beside his grave. Up to the very laat 


there were some who hoped, for even when the 


deoctora began to despair the nurses did not, 
aud these quiet sisters have so wide and varied 
an experience that their words were eagerly 
caught at. But at last the time came when it 
was clear that neither the youth of the patient 
nor the careful ministrations of those who sur- 
rounded him could enabie him to struggie any 
longer against the severe and complicated ill- 
ness which had been slowly undermining bis 
strength for weeks. He died Thursday, the 
16th inet. 

The funeral service in the American Church 
on the 18th was attended by the entire Corps 
Diplomatique, and by a gentleman of the 
court representing King Humbert, as well as 
by the whole ot the American colony and a 
large number of Italian and English friends. 
The coffin was completely hidden beneath 3 
mass of the most beautiful and costly flowers. 
Noticeable among many of these floral tributes 
—s0 appropriate to the momory ot youth—was 
a magnificent cross about five feet long en- 
tirely composed of white roses, This was sent 
by Mr. W. W. Astor, our ex-Minister, who is 
now in Paris, The Municipality of Rome sent 
a splendid wreath of pele pink roses fastened 
with long ribbons of the municipal colors, on 
which was embroidered the one word. Roma.“ 
Many members of the Roman aristocracy were 
present, the ladies all dressed in mourning like 
those of the American and English colonies; 
and tears veiled many bright eyes which per- 
haps last looked at the 4 OF ey Amer? 
can diplomat amid all the nce of some 
ball or fete. 

The service was performed the Rev. Dr. 
Nevin, rector of the American Church, assisted 
by the Rev. J. Wilson Pickance, English chap- 
lain, and the Rev. Dr. Jen head- master 
of Rugby, England. The deepest sympathy is 
felt for the bereaved parents, who, while we 
write, are upon the ocean, unconscious of 
their son's fate and hastening, as they hope, to 
clasp him in their arms. 

It may be as well to state tor the consola- 
tion of others who bave dear friends or reia- 
tives in Rome that Mr. Pierrepont did uot die 
of Roman fever, as it is called. His firat 
malady was rheumatic-fever, on which super- 
vened typhoid. There were no malaric symp- 
toms throughout.

WAR TROC ALES. 

The war-cloud, whieh is growing darker and 
nearer every hour, is, of course, the chief topic 
of interest in political circles here, Italy is, 
perhaps, less. directly interested in a possible 
war between England and Russia than any 
other European Power, but indirectly she 
would feel its effects, and any defeat or disas- 
ter to the Bagliah would be a heavy blow 
to her in all der present and 
aspirations. Farewell fora long time then to 
all Italian schemes of aggrandizement in the 
Mediterranean, of African conquest, and of 
maritime development. England is the only 
European nation which would have ne objec- 
tion to see Italy become a great Baral power 
or embarked in colonial enterprises. ance 
looks with a jealous eye upon the former as- 
piration, and Germany upon the latter. There- 
fore there is much trepidation here at the 
thought of a war in which England might be 
worsted or severely crippied. 

In the meantime Italy does not mean to let 
go of the advantages she has already secured 
on the Red Sea coasts, but is quietly disposed 
to extend them. She has possessed herself of 
Arafali, not quite a hundred kilometres from 
Maseowah, and has planted the Italian flag 
side by side with the Egyptian one. Forts are 
being erected and old ones strengthened at 
Monkolla, a point about eight miles from Mas- 
sowah, where the wells and conduits are 
which supply the latter place with water, and 
Massowah itself isto be formed into an in- 
trenched camp and regularly fortified. Other 
signs of the intention to keep and extend the 
hold already gained in Africa are not wauting 
here in Rome. A sudden fever bas broken out 
for the study of the Arabic language, The 
walls are placarded with announcements of the 
courses and classes which are being organ- 
ized; all the booksellers’ shops are full 
„guides, ** dialogues,” vocabularies, etc., an 
one enterprising autbor advertises ** Arabic 
Without a Master,” price one franc! At the 
Technical Institute a series of gratuitous les- 
sons in class is being given, and the namber of 
students who inscribed themselves wus 80 
great, that they had to be divided into two 
classes, The same thing bappened at the pay- 
ing lectures now being given at the Collegio 
Romano by Prof. Renzo Manzoni. The not- 
small class-room could not accommodate all the 
students who assembled the first evening, 
and they had to be taken in detachments on 
alternate 77 

A point of interest about these latter lectures 
is that the Professor is a grandson of Italy's 
great romance writer, Alessandro Manzoni, 
author of the **‘ Promiesi Sposi.’’
